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The Right to Travel 


In the Communist world, a man may not travel from 


town to town without the government's permission. He is 
virtually frozen in his place of residence, as he is in his job. 
We Americans look upon such restrictions with horror. 


Freedom to move about as one wishes seems to most 


of us the very essence of liberty. 


And yet "the law does not actually guarantee us unlim- 


ited freedom of movement. It gives the secretary of state 
discretionary power to refuse to issue an American citizen 
a passport for foreign travel if he feels the national interest 
demands it. 
In recent practice, the state department has exercised 


this authority to deny many passports to U. S. citizens on 
grounds they belonged to subversive organizations. The 
department felt their present abroad would be a disadvantage 
to America. 
*

The department has taken the position that the law ac- 


cords it exclusive control of passport issuance, that it need 
hold no hearings nor allow any appeal from its rulings. 


But some people have argued that this goes too far. 


They say the right to travel is fundamental, and should not 
be curbed so arbitrarily . 


Now the U. S. court of appeals, in Washington, has for- 


mally supported this view. It has declared that the state 
department's authority to restrain foreign travel is not abso- 
lute and must not be arbitrary. 


The court stated that the department's decisions must 


conform with the Fifth amendment to the U. S. Constitution, 
providing that no person shall be deprived of liberty without 
due process of law. 


The case was that of one Mr. Shachtman, head of the 


Independent Socialist League, listed by the U. S. attorney 
general as both subversive and communistic. His passport 
application was thus denied, though he contends his organ- 
ization is actually antitotalitarian and anti-Stalinist and seeks 
socialism by democratic means. 
•

The appeals court sent the case back to the lower federal 


court with orders that the state department must show in 
judicial hearings further reasons why Shachtman should be 
refused a passport. 


In reaching this conclusion, the appeals court said quite 


plainly that the right to travel is, as most Americans have 
understood it to be, a "natural right" protected by the Con- 
stitution. 


Considerations of security and natural policy may justi- 


fy limiting this right for some people. But the court insists 
that these limits cannot be imposed without due process.. A 
man denied a passport can require that the department show 
cause, in judicial proceedings, why his natural right to travel 
should be abridged.

Those who are eager for some sure sign from President 


Eisenhower whether or not he will run again in 1956 aren't 
getting much closer to that goal. 


The president's only contribution to their dilemma in re- 


cent days has been a decidedly negative one. He. is reported 
to have determined that, come what may, he won't decide in 
1955 what he will do about the presidency in 1956.

DDT Generally Harmless 
But Precautions Are Wise 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


It is probably well known that 


DDT is a chemical substance de- 
x-eloped during- the war as a poi- 
son against the insect enemies of 
man. 
It has been an extremely 


effective 
weapon 
in the 
battle 


against 
many 
insects 
though 


some, like the common house fly, 
seem to develop increased resis- 
tance to it as time goes on. 


When 
first 
introduced 
there 


was considerable fear that DDT 
might be rather poisonous to hu- 
man beings as well as to insects. 


It is true that there have been 


some cases -of apute poisoning of 
human beings by DDT but these 
hax^e been few and far between. 


There also have been some re- 


ports of less dangerous reactions 
of DDT of the nature of skin ir- 
ritation, disturbances of the blood. 
and some other conditions. 


DDT IS USED either in powder 


form or is dissolved in s liquid 
such as kerosene and used as a 
epray. 


Apparently, the powder is not 


likely to produce harm either to « 
persons' skin or even if inhaled. 
When it is dissolved in a liquid. 
however, either the DDT or the li- 
quid can be harmful to the skin 
or irritating to some persons when 
inhaled. 


It wo'iid seem good practice 


for no one to inhale a spray con- 
taining DDT in any larger quan- 
tities than absolutely 
necessary. 


Probably someone handling such 
a 
substance 
constantly 
should 


some kind of n mask. 


terial under actual conditions of 
use. Although DDT is frequently 
found in food and is stored in our 
fat, there is no reason to believe 
that the amounts involved 
are 


injurious to tlie humand body. Ap- 
paicntly human beings can with- 
stand a good deal of exposure to 
this chemical and the health haz- 
ards from it seem sjight indeed.

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A New Volume of Local History... The Dixon Family Tree... An Enthusiastic Historian 


In Hollywood

Back with the Notebook after a vacation, part of 


which was spent in the historic Galena-Dubuque area. 
We were impressed, as usual with the rugged hills of 
northwest Illinois, and marveled at the fact that we were 
only about two hours away from the rich rolling; prairies 
around Dixon. 


Returning to our desk we found a book of special in- 


terest to anyone interested in local, area or state history. 
It is "Tiie Johft Di.vOn Family, Dixon, Illinois," written 


by Judge George C. Dixon. The mim- 
eographed volume contains 72 pages 
plus a frontispiece and title page.

the desire that the Dixon descendants have a written

The judge's narrative on the John Dixon family tells 


of the marriage of John Dixon and Rebecca Sherwood in 
Mew York City, Oct. 1, 1808. and traces their journey to 
Illinois with their sons, James, John and Elijah. They 
traveled in an ox-drawn covered wagon through New Jer- 
sey and Pennsylvania to Pittsburgh where they bought a 
a flatboat for 
$30 and floated down the Ohio River to 


Shawneetown, 111. The boat trip took 70 days. 


The story trace* the Dixon* northward through the 


state to Peoria where Dixon became a contractor to carry 
mail, much of it on the route from Peoria to Galena. The 
main obstacle on the route was the safe passage over 
Rock River, and Dixon persuaded Joseph Ogee to start a 
ferry on the site of what is now Dixon. 


DUon took over operation of the fern- in 1830. 


and the family name WM planted here, never to 
be erased.

The judge's research shows the descendants of John 


and Rebecca Dixon now total 274. Two hundred and nine 
are living and 65 are deceased. "All of the children and 
grandchildren are deceased. Of the descendants living, 
six are great-grandchildren and the others are in the next 
three younger generations. (They are living in nineteen 
states, the District of Columbia and Vienna, Austria, i" 


The work of compiling the book involved voluminous 


correspondence with Dixon descendants in all parts of 
the nation. Judge Dixon estimates he wrote between 300 
and 400 letters in his search for all the descendants.

tim entertained suspicions of a political movement 
of which Miss Thompson is a leader. Miss Thomp- 
son has never met Mrs. Miller. 


I would like to offer a basis of comparison. Miss 


Thompson is a first-class professional writer whose 
own sanity will not be questioned. There are thou- 
sands of samples of her work. With apologies for 
compliments to me which are inextricably woven 
into Mrs. Miller's text, I submit the following letter 
written at St. Elizabeth's and kited out: 
"Dear Mr. Pegler:

They are not sure 
it ever will come. It is a gad prospect to think that maybe release will 
come only with death. 


That might have been my feel-. 


ing when I first was brought here 
and chucked into the vile ward 8. 
I may have felt anguish. I can't 
remember. 
Human beings do not 


recall anguish unless they conjure 
it up, fortunately for the race. I 
was overcome with joy when a 
copy of your May 13th column was 
sent to me. 
Almost immediately, 


I was transferred to this infinitely 
better ward 4. The people here are 
unhappy enough but not violent. 
In the shadow of the long wings of 
Pegler, I was immune to unhap- 
piness and the 
!S2 other inmates 


were greatly stimulated by read- 
ing the May 13. No attempt was 
made to take it from me or to 
keep the others from reading it. 
While you were on vacation, the 
hospital enjoyed a little rest and 
perhaps they 
thought it 
would 


quiet down. Everybody treated me 
with conspicuous favoritism .which 
might have angered the less for- 
tunate if I had not jeered openly 
at the nurses and staff for their 
obsequiousness and avoided ac- 
ceptance of the ranker favors prof- 
fered. 


" 'These 
people

afraid of Pegler. that's all.' I as- 


i sured those who expressed envy 
i of the 'pull' I had. 'Pegler is just 


I as much your protector as mine. 


j He is under orders from God Al- 


mighty to protect the 
innocent 


everywhere'

body as a wonderful thing if not 


to normal: no towels Sunday night 
or Monday morning. No soap. 


" 'Eisenhower shipped it all to 


Cambodia.' I would say loudly in 
the presence of the brass. The fans 
in the cafeteria wouldn't work al- 
though it was hot as a Turkish 
bath.

Today'* action was the latest 


development in a long series of 
conflicts between members of the 
church in Rome and Italian police. 


The decision came Just as anoth- 


er evangelical 
cnurch group in 


Rome, the Baptists, sent a mes- 
sage of greeting to Italy's new 
premier, Antonio Segni, and ex- 
pressed the hope that his govern- 
ment would bring an end "to legal 
obstructionism against evangelical 
Christians" and "respect the con- 
stitutional rules for religious lib- 
erty."
